LUKE Walker has returned 
home to prepare to fight to 
clear his name after being 
convicted of killing his girl¬ 
friend on Crete. 

The 25-year-old returned 
home to Brierley Hill from 
Crete last week - nine days 
after being found guilty of 
causing grievous bodily 
harm, leading to the death of 
Chelsea Hyndman, 20. 

He flew to Birmingham 
with parents Patrick and 
Lindy, and said: “I want to 
try to get on with my life and 
would like to find a job as a 
personal trainer, but all this 
pressure is draining me. 

“I am going to get some 
rest and then start all over 
again. This has been three 
years of misery but I am not 
going to give up now. I have 
got to clear my name.” 

His 57-year-old electri¬ 
cian father said: “This case 
has broken us financially. We 
have spent every penny we 
had.” 

Luke has appealed, 
meaning a jail sentence was 
suspended until a further 
hearing. 

Firefighters 
cut boy free 

A BOY aged five had to be 
cut free after getting his arm 
stuck in railings at his school 
playground. 

Firefighters from Brierley 
Hill were called to Colley 
Lane Primary School, 
Cradley, on Monday. 

Firefighter Joe Farmer, 
from Brierley Hill station, 
said: “We had to cut some of 
the wooden railings away, it 
took us about five minutes to 
get him out. 

“He was absolutely fine. 
He was overwhelmed by all 
the firefighters and teachers 
standing around him.” 


CAMPAIGNERS SIEP 
UP THEATRE BATTLE

CAMPAIGNERS will fight to 
get the decision to demolish 
Dudley Hippodrome over¬ 
turned by a local government 
watchdog. 

It was revealed at a public meeting 
at the weekend. 

The event at the Station Hotel in Castle Hill 
was the first protesters had held since the 
council rejected their proposals to re-open the 
old theatre. 

The Friends of Dudley Hippodrome had 
drawn up a detailed business plan - but this 
was dismissed by council chiefs who said the 
proposals would need up to £10 million of 
investment. 

Friends chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick told the 
60 people who attended the meeting that the 
council’s final assessment of their business 
plan ‘completely distorted’ the actual details. 

And historian Dr Paul Collins said the cam¬ 
paigners would try to get the decision reviewed 
by the Local Government Ombudsman in the 
hope it would be thrown out. 

Opportunities 

He insisted the council’s cost estimates had 
been ‘plucked out of thin air’ and said the 
group needed a chance to prove the theatre 
could be used as an arts venue. 

“We came up with a 10-point plan for exactly 
how we would reopen the theatre but none of it 
has been acknowledged,” he said. 

Mr Fitzpatrick, a former lecturer at Hale¬ 
sowen College, called on residents to put pres¬ 
sure on councillors by sending emails and 
raising the issue at their surgeries. 

Campaigner Joanna Roden, who runs the 
Fusion Rock Choir in the town, said their ideas 
such as holding theatre workshops offering 
training opportunities for young people, and 
even hosting weddings in the auditorium, had 
not been taken seriously. 

She said: “The Hippodrome would be a focal 
point for arts education in the borough. Dudley 
has had a small town mentality for too long. 
This would attract people from all over the 
Black Country and further afield.” 

Organisers had hoped councillors including 
the authority’s leader David Sparks would 
attend - but none turned up. 

Bosses at Dudley Zoo have already 
announced plans for a new educational and 
conference centre on Hippodrome site.

libraries 
are owed 
£39k by 
readers 

DUDLEY council is owed 
£39,752.20 in outstanding 
library book fines. 

The outstanding fines date 
back five years. But one book 
checked out on November 
1996 is still to be returned. 

The figures have been 
released following a 
Freedom of Information 
request. 

Wolverhampton is owed 
£34,144.56 in late penalties. 
Walsall and Sandwell coun¬ 
cils said they didn’t hold 
figures for book fine arrears. 
Dudley’s director of adult, 
community and housing 
services Andrea Pope-Smith 
said: “Library users in 
Dudley borough now receive 
pre-overdue notices by email 
to let them know their items 
on loan are about to become 
overdue. 

“We have had many com¬ 
pliments from library users 
since this scheme was intro¬ 
duced during 2012 and 
would encourage all library 
users to update their records 
with an email address in 
order to benefit. 

She said people could 
phone any library or go to 
the website to renew books. 

Wolverhampton Council 
is still waiting on a book 
checked out five years ago. 

The amount owed to coun¬ 
cils comes at a time when 
they are being forced to 
make millions of pounds 
worth of savings due to cut¬ 
backs by the Coalition gov¬ 
ernment. 

Memorial for 
former MP 

A PUBLIC memorial service 
for Dudley’s longest-serving 
MP Lord John Gilbert, is 
being planned for the 
autumn. 

But the funeral of the 
former MP and government 
minister, who later became a 
member of the House of 
Lords, will be private and 
held in London. 

Lord Gilbert, who repre¬ 
sented East Dudley for 
nearly 30 years until 1997, 
died aged 86 on June 2. He 
served under Prime Minis¬ 
ters Harold Wilson, James 
Callaghan and Tony Blair.

Traders' sadness at having to move 


TRADERS at Brierley Hill’s 
Concord Market say they are sad¬ 
dened, but not surprised, by the 
announcement that it is to close at 
the end of this month. 

The last few traders there said it 
was once so bustling they struggled 
to get a spot. 

However, today the aged floor tiles 
stand out as a feature of the market, 
simply because so few people walk 
on them. 


The market is due to close on June 
29. 

One trader, Jit Singh, who opened 
Jean Scene in the market 38 years 
ago, will run his business solely 
online, using a warehouse in 
Wolverhampton. 

He said: “I have mixed feelings - 
on the one hand I feel grateful for all 
the help the owners have given me 
over they years, but then I feel a bit 
bitter because of the lack of notice. 


We were told last Tuesday, giving us 
only 14 working days to sort out and 
clear the stock - I have £100,000 
worth of clothing. 

“I have a very good group of cus¬ 
tomers who appreciate the personal 
touch - without us here, that will be 
gone.” 

Jason Brown, who runs Cobblers 
in the market, says he will try to 
relocate within the town. The shoe 
repair shop has been in the market 


for 27 years. Mr Brown said: “I’m 
trying to relocate to The Old Market 
in the town. There is no other shoe 
repair shop in Brierley Hill, we have 
an exclusivity here and we want to 
stay. Customers know where we are 
and come to us, but in recent times 
there has been a drop in diversity of 
traders here and that has led to a 
drop in passing trade. 

“Times are tough, but we have to 
look forward.” 


Market losing £2k a 
month to close down 


A MARKET is to close after 
being in business for 40 years. 
Its owner has revealed it is 
losing £2,000 a month. 

The market, Concord Market in Brier¬ 
ley Hill, has suffered from dwindling 
trade and to make matters worse it has 
been losing stall holders. 

Now Shane Birch-Bastock has 
announced the closure. 

The decision is a poignant one for Mr 
Birch-Bastock because the market in 
High Street, was set up by his father. 

Brierley Hill councillor Rachel Harris 
said the loss of the market would be a big 
blow to the town. 

Only seven of the 25 stalls are occu¬ 
pied - and four of those have already 
given notice that they are leaving. 

The only stalls left are Jean Scene, 
Polly’s Tea Room and Rose’s Cafe. 

Brierley Hill’s other High Street 
market a few yards away, remains 
trading. 

Downward 

“It’s a sad thing but there has been a 
downward spiral over the last couple of 
years,” said Mr Birch-Bastock, aged 45, 
who was brought into the business when 
he left school by his late father, Stan 
Bastock. 

“It’s hard to put a finger on why it has 
been struggling - and it’s ironic because 
our other market in Sedgley is doing 
really well. 

“There is a waiting list of stall holders 
wanting to go in and it will remain open. 

“I should have made the decision to 
shut the Brierley Hill Concord Market a 
year or more ago because it has been 
losing about £2,000 a month,” he said. 

The market will shut on June 29. 

Mr Birch-Bastock, whose Brierley Hill 
company Pentax Developments owns 
about 25 other businesses, is now start¬ 
ing talks with the council about redevel¬ 
oping the market site.

Paved walkways will lead pedes¬ 
trians into the new housing estate, 
with a pond being created in front 
of homes. 

Traditional 

Darren Humphreys, managing 
director of Cala Homes Midlands, 
said: “The detailed plans we have 
submitted are for a high-quality 
scheme, traditional in design and 
sensitive to its village location. 
The considerable contribution we 


will be making to improvements to 
local infrastructure and services 
will also mean that the develop¬ 
ment will benefit the wider com¬ 
munity.” 

Hagley Parish Council chair¬ 
man Councillor Steve Colella said 
campaigners were unlikely to 
object about these updated plans 
as the scheme had already won 
outline approval, but he said resi¬ 
dents and parish councillors would 
continue to scrutinise the plans. 

Outline planning permission 
was granted by Bromsgrove Dis¬ 
trict Council at a meeting in 
January. 


Speedway 
star is to 
give lift 
to charity 

A SPEEDWAY star will 
promote the work of a Black 
Country charity by wearing 
their logo as he rides at 
tracks across the country. 

Ashley Morris, who races 
for Dudley Heathens, has 
sealed a deal with Sedgley’s 
Beacon Centre for the Blind. 

The 19-year-old, from 
Wolverhampton, thought up 
the idea after seeing other 
riders baring the logos of 
charitable causes as they 
competed. 

Mr Morris, who is fresh 
from representing his 
country in the Under-21s 
World Team Cup semi-final, 
says he is honoured to work 
with the charity which sup¬ 
ports people living with 
sight loss. 

He added: “The centre 
does fantastic work with 
people of all ages. 

“My team is running a 
competition for fans this 
season and I’ve decided to 
donate the takings to the 
Beacon Centre for the Blind 
to help them raise the profile 
of what they are all about 
and go on to help more 
people in the future. ” 

Beacon Centre chief exec¬ 
utive, Arwyn Jones, said: “I 
am delighted that Ashley 
has chosen to support us and 
is helping us to raise aware¬ 
ness of the work we do. 

“Support from young 
people, like Ashley, is vital if 
we are going to continue 
that work into the future.” 

£4.9m is 
boost to 
road plan 

A NEW link road to tackle 
congestion in Kiddermin¬ 
ster has taken a leap forward 
with a £4.9 million boost, 
allowing transport bosses to 
push ahead with the plans. 

The government grant 
will be used to create the 
long-awaited route, which 
will divert traffic away from 
the town centre. Linking the 
A451 Stourport Road and 
the A442 Worcester Road, it 
will run through the 74-acre 
former British Sugar factory 
site, which is being devel¬ 
oped into a business park. 

The first phase of the 
scheme, which will connect 
the Stourport Road with the 
site, will be carried out later 
this year. A planning appli¬ 
cation for the second phase 
is expected to be lodged in

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Tribute as 
borough's 
ex-mayor 
dies at 75 

A FORMER Mayor of 
Dudley and long-standing 
councillor in Coseley has 
died, aged 75. 

George Davies was one of 
the borough’s longest- 
serving councillors over two 
terms with Dudley Council. 

Councillor Davies repre¬ 
sented the Coseley East 
ward from 1973 to 1976 and 
again from 1985 to 2013 for 
the Labour party. 

He was Mayor of Dudley 
in 2000/01. During his time 
on the council, Councillor 
Davies served on numerous 
committees including being 
chairman of the housing 
committee from 1990 to 
1999. 

Councillor Davies leaves 
behind his wife Joyce, three 
children, seven grandchil¬ 
dren and one great-grand¬ 
child. 

Councillor Davies’ 

brother is Norman Davies, a 
former leader of Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council. 

Councillor Alan Finch, 
Mayor of Dudley, said: 
“Councillor George Davies 
represented this borough 
with a tremendous amount 
of pride and passion. He was 
an extremely popular Mayor 
of Dudley in 2000/01 and I, 
along with many other 
mayors looked up to him for 
guidance and support. He 
will be sadly missed.” 

More car 
parking for 
commuters 

AN extra 175 parking spaces 
will be created at Stour¬ 
bridge Junction railway 
station as part of a £1.3 
million project to expand the 
park and ride service. 

The revamp will also 
include the creation of elec¬ 
tric vehicle charging points 
and a cycle hub. 

Centro received a £2m 
grant towards work at the 
site and also at Kings 
Norton station, in Birming¬ 
ham, and Four Oaks, in 
Sutton Coldfield. 

The money has been 
awarded under the govern¬ 
ment’s Local Pinch Point 
Fund, a £170m scheme to 
remove transport bottle¬ 
necks. 

There are 780 spaces at 
Stourbridge Junction’s car 
parks. But these are often 
full by the end of the 
morning rush hour. Nearby 
roads also become clogged 
with cars left by commuters. 


Accidents at work cost police forces £lm

MORE than £1 million has been paid 
out in compensation to police and 
staff in the region who been involved 
in accidents at work - including 
being bitten by insects and falling off 
chairs. 

Figures show that in one case 
more than £20,000 was handed out 
to an officer injured in Staffordshire 
after they tripped over, and West 
Mercia Police, which covers Hagley 
near Stourbridge, agreed compensa¬ 
tion after an officer fell on a slippery 
floor. 

In the West Midlands £50,000 was 


given out for a breach of the data 
protection act, and thousands of 
pounds were also given to employees 
for getting their fingers stuck in 
doors and falling off chairs. 

Other cases include almost £8,000 
being given out for insect bites and 
£600 for a worker injured by noise. 

Most of the money - £849,028 - 
was paid out by the West Midlands 
force between 2009 and 2012. 

Staffordshire Police paid out 
£157,280 between 2010 and 2012. 

West Mercia paid out £51,121 in 
compensation between 2010 and 


2012. Councillor Steve Simkins is 
chairman of the vibrant, safe and 
sustainable communities scrutiny 
panel which oversees crime and com¬ 
munity safety in Wolverhampton. 

Farcical 

He said: “I have full admiration 
for officers who are hurt in the line 
of duty and support them as they are 
protecting the public. 

“But payouts for normal accidents 
such as insect bites seems farcical 
and should be tightened for the very 
reason that it is public funds.” 


Staffordshire police chiefs say 
decisions over whether to pay out on 
claims were made through insurers’ 
decisions. 

West Mercia Police spokeswoman 
Sarah Buxton said: “Details of 
injuries and compensation pay¬ 
ments are often more complex than 
statistics or brief details suggest. 

“For example, although an injury 
might initially be interpreted as 
minor it may transpire to cause more 
severe pain and suffering, and some¬ 
times even long-term or permanent 
damage to the individual.” 


Facebook advert saved the 
life of dying bulldog Molly

A COUPLE face being banned 
from keeping animals after they 
failed to look after their dying 
dog. 

Joseph Salter and Cally Ricard knew 
their British bulldog’s health was getting 
worse quickly. 

But instead of taking the dog to a vet, they 
posted an advert on Facebook to sell it. 

The six-year-old dog, called Molly, was 
seriously ill with a tumour, but it was kept 
‘collapsed and lethargic’ in the couple’s 
back garden on a soaking wet cushion. 

But the dog was saved when two prospec¬ 
tive buyers - Joanne Bennett and Natalie 
Morris - immediately bought the pet from 
the couple for £80, and took it to the 
RSPCA. 

At Dudley Magistrates’ Court last week, 
Salter, aged 22, of Penwood Crescent, 
Quarry Bank, and Ricard, 22, of Lakeside 
Court, Brierley Hill, pleaded guilty to 
failing to getting veterinary care for the dog 
and failing in their duty as owners. 

The court heard how the dog, which was 
inherited by the couple three months before 
it was sold, could barely walk. 

Worried 

In an interview, Salter said they could not 
afford veterinary care, while Ricard said she 
believed the dog ‘loved’ the outdoor 
cushion, adding it was allowed in the 
kitchen overnight. 

After the advert was placed on Facebook, 
the dog was viewed by friends Joanne 
Bennett and Natalie Morris, from Hale¬ 
sowen, who were so worried for the animal’s 
health they bought it on the spot. 

The women had to drag Molly through 
the couple’s former home in Woods Cres¬ 
cent in Brierley Hill, to get it to their car. 

Nick Sutton, prosecuting, said: “This 
animal was very sick. The defendants both 
knew it was sick, but the only action they 
took was to try and sell it. 

“They must have known what was going 
on, this was a sick animal and if it wasn’t for 
the actions of these two ladies, it would not 
be alive today.” 

Mr Sutton said the couple received the 
dog from their landlord after moving into 
the property in December 2011. 

He said the dog was brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the RSCPA by Mrs Bennett and Mrs 
Morris in February last year. 

He said: “The women went to the address 


to ask about the dog - Mr Salter answered 
the door and they were shown into the back 
garden where the dog was found on a small 
cushion. 

“It was dirty and mouldy, one of the 
women said it was soaking wet. Both the 
ladies were surprised when the animal did 
not move. One described it as lethargic and 
collapsed.” 

He added: “Both found the matter upset¬ 


ting with one saying it bought her to tears.” 

Tim Talbot-Webb, defending the couple, 
said the dog had only shown signs of the 
serious sickness in the days before the sale. 

Banning 

He added: “Out of naivety the couple tried 
to sell the dog.” 

The Dudly magistrates adjourned sen¬ 
tencing of the pair for probation reports. 


Among the sentencing options open to 
them is a banning order restricting the 
couple from owning any pets. 

After the hearing, Mrs Bennett, aged 43, 
of Halesowen, said the dog had now fully 
recovered and was being looked after by Mrs 
Morris, 45. 

She said: “We had to get the dog out of the 
house and to a place where it would be cared 
for.”

Michael Wrench, of the 
Wyre Forest branch of 
UKH^ said: “Tony was a 
staunch stalwart of the 
branch and a driving force 
behind the party’s recent 
electoral success.” 

Woman cut free 
after car crash 

A WOMAN had to be cut 
free from a car which left 
the road at a major traffic 
island in Dudley last 
week. 

Fire crews were called 
to the Cinder Bank island 
on Dudley Southern 
Bypass last Friday. Four 
people were in a Fiat 
Punto which mounted a 
grass verge. 

One rear seat passen¬ 
ger, a woman in her early 
20s, had to be cut free. 

She suffered back pain 
and a head injury and was 
taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital. 

Former doctor’s 
surgery for sale 

A DERELICT doctor’s 
surgery in Stourbridge has

Driver sent to prison 
for road rage attack 


A MAN who jumped out of his car and 
punched a father of six in a road rage attack 
was jailed for 20 months. 

The attack happened after the victim, pedestrian Paul 
Currie, urged driver Samuel Pagett to slow down. 

Mr Currie, a former army corporal with the Staffordshire 


Regiment, was walking 
back to his home on the 
Holly Hall estate, in Dudley, 
after playing darts with 
friends at The Woodside pub 
on January 13. 

He saw a car, driven by 
Pagett, driving at speed 
along Newland Grove and 
gestured and shouted at 
him to slow down. 

But Wolverhampton 
Court Court heard Pagett 
stopped his car, got out, and 
delivered a single blow 
which floored 41-year-old 
Mr Currie. 

Physiotherapy 

The victim was in an 
induced coma for three days 
and was in hospital for 11 
days. He remains unable to 
return to his job as a lorry 
driver and needs more 
treatment. 

Pagett, aged 25, of Cot 
Lane, Kingswinford, who 
worked as a car valeter, 
pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to inflicting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm on Mr 
Currie. 

Jailing him for 20 months 
Judge Amjad Nawaz said: 
“These are life changing 
injuries.”

The court heard Mr 
Currie was now undergoing 
physiotherapy, and had lost 
his sense of smell and taste 
following the attack. 

Blondelle Thompson, 
prosecuting, said Mr Currie 
had called out to Pagett, 
saying ‘you are going too 
fast’ moments before he was 
assaulted. 

Andrew Thompson, 
defending, described 

Pagett’s actions as ‘a 
moment of madness’ but 
said Pagett had shown 
remorse and had pleaded 
guilty at the first opportu¬ 
nity. 

The victim’s family were 
angry at the sentence. Mr 
Currie’s mother Mary Hill, 
aged 62, said: “The sentence 
is absolutely disgusting. 
What about Paul’s family 
and what they have been 
through? Where is the 
justice in that sentence? 
What about the stress 
caused to his family?” 

His step-father Malcolm 
Hill, aged 67, added: “It has 
deprived him of his liveli¬ 
hood and changed his life.”

JOBLESS people are being 
offered the chance to fill 
dozens of posts being 
created by the £128 million 
extension of the Midland 
Metro tram system through 
Birmingham city centre.

Lee loses fight with cancer 


TRIBUTES have poured in for 
comedian Lee Wilson who died 
just weeks after being diagnosed 
with pancreatic cancer.

From 1957, he 
served two years with the Cheshire Regi¬ 
ment in Malaya, during which he formed a 
band entertaining the troops.

He turned professional in 1973 and went 
on to win New Faces in 1976 and starred on 
TV show The Comedians. He was also a 
familiar face on the popular Black Country 
Night Out evenings held in the region. 

“He was brilliantly funny but spotlessly 
clean,” said Mrs Beards. 

A talented salmon and trout fisherman, 
Mr Wilson was also a popular after-dinner 
speaker and in 1991 he was invited to join 
the Variety Club of Great Britain Golfing 
Society, where he mixed with celebrities 
from showbusiness and sport, and in the fol¬ 
lowing years helped to raise thousands of 
pounds for charity.

YVONNE Smart, and Cathy 
Glear are familiar faces at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
and are a friendly sight for 
patients and staff who look 
forward to their visits. 

The sisters run a stall in the entrance 
of the hospital once a month, selling blan¬ 
kets, baby clothes, scarves, shawls and 
other garments they have knitted or cro¬ 
cheted. 

All the money they raise goes towards 
Midlands Air Ambulance and since 2009, 
the two have collected a staggering 
£37,000. 

“Our passion for knitting all began 
when we were little girls. We would watch 
Blue Peter on the TV and there would be 
someone knitting,” says Mrs Smart, from 
Kingswinford.

“We rarely have any spare time because 
we are both always really busy, but 
when we do you can bet that we will be 
holding a pair of knitting needles.” 

“It is really simple to learn how to 
knit and once you’ve mastered it, it’s 
like riding a bike, you never forget. 

“I think knitting is becoming even 
more popular now and a number of 
celebrities have also started to take it 
up, including Geri Halliwell, Russell 
Crowe and the Duchess of Cambridge. 

“It just goes to show that you can be 
any age and still enjoy it and make a

truly unique garment.” The rise of the 
internet and the increasing popularity 
of YouTube has meant it is much easier 
for people to learn how to knit. 

And according to figures from the UK 
Hand Knitting Association, around four 
million women and almost half a million 
men have an interest in knitting and 
want to learn the craft. 

“We have people come to us and ask us 
for tips. Cathy and I have both helped 
lots of people learn to knit over the 
years. I think it is very therapeutic,” 
says Mrs Smart. “It is very satisfying 


being able to make something from 
scratch that will be made of good strong 
quality and will last for years. 

“Just knowing that there is nothing on 
the high street that looks remotely 
similar is fantastic. 

“My favourite thing to make is scarves 
and I am about to start making some for 
Christmas. Scarves aren’t too difficult 
and you can use wild and wacky patterns 
for a bold effect. 

“Cathy has made scarves with little 
pockets for some of her foster children 
and we have made lots of pretty things in 
the past for peoples birthdays. 

“We have got a fantastic backing from 
our family and lots of people tell us how 
wonderful our creations are which is 
lovely to hear.” 

Because of the high demand for their 
products, the sisters are running out of 
wool and are desperately appealing for 
more.

A team of 23 volunteers helps them to 
knit and sell their products at the hospi¬ 
tal in aid of Midlands Air Ambulance and 
the two are now also making a plea to the 
public to donate any unwanted craft 
items, such as beads, buttons, broken 
jewellery and unwanted gifts. 

“We always need wool and unwanted 
items so if any members of the public 
have any to give to us then we would be 
more than grateful,” says Mrs Smart.

Government 
pledge over 
privatising 
fire service 


WEST Midlands Fire Service will not be priva¬ 
tised, a government minister has pledged. 
The promise came in response to a call for 
reassurance from a Black Country MP during 
a debate in Parliament. 


Adrian Bailey, Labour MP 
for West Bromwich West, 
said people had been 
alarmed by fire service min¬ 
ister Brandon Lewis’ letter 
to a regulatory committee 
saying that fire and rescue 
authorities should be able to 
contract out ‘some or all’ of 
their services. 

Mr Bailey said: “The fact 
is that, as part of his drive to 
make further savings, he 
wants to remove, as he said 
in his letter, the legal obsta¬ 
cles to the privatisation of 
the emergency fire services. 

“Given that West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service is already 
two years into a programme 
to cut its budget by nearly a 
quarter, and has lost nearly 
10 per cent of its firefight¬ 
ers, my constituents will 
regard with alarm.” Mr 
Bailey was then cut off by 
Speaker John Bercow who 
pressed him to ask a ques¬ 
tion. 

Mr Bailey continued:

“Will the minister assure my 
constituents that these 
moves will not result in a pri¬ 
vatised, non-publicly 
accountable emergency fire 
service?” 

Mr Lewis replied: “I have 
made clear on more than one 
occasion that we will not pri¬ 
vatise the fire service, 
notwithstanding the scare- 
mongering of members of 
his party. 

“He should also note, if he 
is not already aware of it, 
that West Midlands fire 
service is currently advertis¬ 
ing for firefighters.” 

In his letter Mr Lewis 
said: “Fire and rescue 
authorities should be able to 
adopt alternative models for 
the delivery, under contract, 
for some or all of their serv¬ 
ices. Certain provisions in 
existing legislation preclude 
some services from being 
delivered by alternative 
providers.”

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Scrapped forces merger 
plans ‘should be revived'

PLANS, which were scrapped 
earlier this year, for two West 
Midland police forces to share 
services should be revived in 
the wake of the terrorist attack 
in Woolwich, claims a police 
chief. 

West Midlands and Staffordshire 
police were looking at combining their 
armed response teams, dog support and 
training as well as tactical planning and 
road policing. 

However, Staffordshire backed out of 
the plans in March saying it was not the 
‘right thing’ for the county. 

Now, West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bob Jones said he hoped 
the plans would still go ahead - and 
insisted they would help the response to 
a major incident like the attack on 
Drummer Lee Rigby last month. 

Response 

The proposals were first mooted back 
in 2011 in a move which, it was hoped, 
would save the forces £650,000 a year. 

But it was also feared the changes 
could mean increased response times to 
incidents and that staff may resist the 
proposals. 

Mr Jones said: “A collaboration 
between the forces would mean we would 
be in a better position to respond to the 
big incidents like Woolwich. 

He added: “We are still looking at this 
but Staffordshire had reservations about 
certain elements. However, his counter¬ 
part in Staffordshire said any joint 
working would only go ahead if it would 
benefit people in the area. 

Staffordshire Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Matthew Ellis said, a review 
found the operational case is not strong 
enough to support these original collabo¬ 
ration proposals.” 


DUDLEY workmanship will be 
keeping a power station going after a 
massive silo was dispatched from a 
manufacturing plant. 

The silo, which is 47ft long, 14ft 
wide and weighs 10 tons, is for Drax 
Power Station near Selby, Yorkshire. 

It was made by Kingswinford stain¬ 
less steel fabricators Pressvess and 
carefully loaded on to a specialist 
lorry before travelling through the 
town at slow speed at the start of an 
eight hour journey. 

Pressvess works manager Lee 
Deakin said at its destination the silo 
would beinstalled by their team from 
the Stallings Lane company. He said: 
“This is part of a large contract, we’re 
a well-established company and we’re 


growing quite well. Everything went 
without a problem.” 

Pressvess was commissioned to 
design, build and install the lime 
dosing silo by Halesowen air filtra¬ 
tion specialists Lodge Cotterell. 

It will be fully installed at Drax, a 
large coal-fired power station, this 
week. It is among recent power 
station projects the company is doing 
with Lodge Cotterell. 

Pressvess marketing manager Tom 
Mason said: “Visually this silo is very 
impressive due to the sheer scale. 

“It is 14.2m long and nearly 4m in 
diameter with plenty of specialist 
safety equipment attached to it.”

Peeking into past with 
town's picture album 


AT WALSALL Local History 
Centre there are thou¬ 
sands of local photo¬ 
graphs, from the early 
1860 s to the present day. 

Such collections are obviously 
the first place to look for historic 
images. But there is another rich 
source of photographs - old books. 

From the late Victorian era, 
when photography was hugely 
popular, there was a fashion for 
books to be published focusing on 
towns, counties, or local worthies 
and businesses. 

Many included photos, some of a 
very high standard, given the limi¬ 
tations on print quality at the time. 

Books like town guides were a 
matter of civic pride, and these as 
well as others such as trade directo¬ 
ries, albums promoting local places 
and businesses, and yet more com¬ 
memorating events, are all worth 
looking at for that rare historic 
picture.

One particularly interesting 
book is The Walsall Album, pub¬ 
lished by William Henry Robinson 
in 1898. It showcases buildings 
which were already historic in Vic¬ 
torian times. Many have long since 
disappeared, or have changed 
appearance. 

Extraordinary 

Thanks to Mr Robinson, a promi¬ 
nent local newspaper editor, 
printer, publisher, author, 
astronomer and leading light of the 
Walsall Literary Institute, some 
extraordinary images of Walsall, 
Bloxwich, Rushall and Great Barr 
have been preserved. 

These are through photographs 
commissioned by him, a few of 
which, taken by Draycott of 
Walsall, are reproduced here. 

The Walsall Album also offers a 
fascinating slice of industrial and 
business life in the town in the 


many full-page adverts. While 
Walsall is famous for its saddlery 
trade, it becomes obvious, when 
reading this book and others, that it 
was just one of many in the ‘Town of 
a Hundred Trades’. 

Remarkable books such as this 
and South Staffordshire Illustrated 
(cl899), Walsall Past and Present 
(1905), the Walsall Red Books 
(1872-1939), and more, offer a fasci¬ 
nating insight into how the Victori¬ 
ans saw themselves as well as 
revealing many lost townscapes. 

All are waiting to be rediscover 
among the thousands of historic 
volumes preserved in the Local 
Studies Library at Walsall Local 
History Centre. 

Prints of pictures are available to 
purchase, as well as a wide range of 
books. For local and family history, 
drop into the centre in Essex Street, 
which is part of Walsall Council.

The company has a £300 million govern¬ 
ment contract to provide security, cleaning 
and maintenance for five years at 340 Min¬ 
istry of Justice sites. Currently, contractors 
are called in for maintenance works. 

Andrew Lloyd, Midlands regional secre¬ 
tary of the PCS union, said: “My initial 
response would be that this will of course 
compromise security. 

“These people play a vital role in keeping 
order in our courts and for them to effec¬ 
tively be asked to be do a caretaker’s job on 
top of their principal duties is outrageous. 

G4S spokesman Michael Baker said staff 
would do their extra jobs during quieter 
periods. He said: “A key part of our successful 
bid to manage security and facilities at 
courts for the Ministry of Justice was to give 
additional training to some security staff so 
they are also able to provide some general 
maintenance tasks.”

Village celebrating £27,000 

facelift for war memorial 


MEMBERS of a Rowley Regis con¬ 
gregation are celebrating after 
securing the funding to revamp 
their war memorial. 

The memorial to those who fought during 
the First World War is based at St Giles 
Church, and will undergo a £27,000 revamp in 
time for Remembrance Sunday. 

The stone memorial was erected at the 
church in 1920, and is engraved with the 
names of 98 men from Rowley Village who died 
during the Great War. 

The names on the memorial which stands at 
the junction of Hanover Road and Church 
Road have worn away and some are now 
unreadable. The restoration will see the 
memorial cleaned up, and placed on a new 
granite plinth. 

The names of the 98 fallen will then be 
engraved on the granite to ensure they remain 
clear and readable for years. 

Consultation 

Concern about the memorial was raised at a 
local Rowley Regis forum and it was taken up 
by lead member Councillor Barbara Price. She 
has now gained funding for restoration to take 
place. 

A working group consisting of church 
wardens, Sandwell Council representatives 
and the church’s vicar the Rev Ian Shelton was 
set up, and now plans are well underway for it 
to be fully restored. 

Specialist stonemasons and restorers will be 
brought in to do the work.

The couple had known 
each other more than 20 
years and attended Church- 
fields High School in West 
Bromwich together. 

Mrs Foster said her 
husband bought the bike 
about four months ago. 

“It was his new hobby,”

Mr Foster was the oldest 
of three brothers.

SKY-high rents and a lack of 
affordable homes are slowing 
the region’s businesses, claim 
West Midlands Employers in 
a new survey. 

The National Housing Fed¬ 
eration and ComRes carried 
out research among some of 
the region’s top businesses. 
They found 90 per cent of 
employers say the lack of 
affordable housing is stalling 
economic growth, with a 
further 81 per cent warning it 
would affect their ability to 
attract and keep workers. 

Elizabeth Humphreys, of 
the National Housing Feder¬ 
ation said: “If things don’t 
change, employers will 
simply move.” 


Hospital boosts staff 


AROUND 25 new staff are to 
be taken on at New Cross 
Hospital, Wolverhampton in a 
£1 million drive to improve 
patient care. 

Many of the new jobs will be for 
nurses, some of whom will be asked to 
take their post in the emergency serv¬ 
ices departments where the under 
pressure A&E has been struggling to 
cope. 

Attendance rates at the department 
have soared to record levels and on 
April 17 it saw the most patients in its 
history come through the doors - 365 
on a single day. 

Health chiefs are also preparing to 
take on extra services if a £70 million 


downgrade of Stafford and Cannock 
Hospitals goes ahead. 

The hospital said it is looking to take 
on regular staff nurses to allow the 
ward sisters and charge nurses to 
spend more time supervising the stan¬ 
dards of care provided to patients. 

It is hoped it will also free up the 
ward sisters and charge nurses to work 
with staff, including student nurses, 
and undertake audits and quality 
checks. 

Bosses say it’s hoped the new 
workers will be in place by the end of 
next month. 

Chief Nurse Cheryl Etches said: 
“These changes are very welcome and 
will enable charge nurses and ward 
sisters to spend more time with 
patients and staff to make sure the 


quality of care is of a high standard and 
that patients and relatives are satisfied 
with their experience of care at the hos¬ 
pital.” 

Money for the appointments has 
come from government funding for 
projects which have a positive impact 
on care and people’s experience at hos¬ 
pital. 

The hospital is looking to save £21m 
this financial year but has pledged not 
to compromise on patient safety. 

More than £ 6 m of savings still have 
to be identified in this year’s cuts, 
which will come from a wide range of 
departments across the Royal Wolver¬ 
hampton Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Last year, the trust fell short of the 
£15m it hoped to save, with £ 6 .5m cuts 
carried over into the 2013-14 budget.

A THEATRE group in Stourbridge is 
staging an original play written by one of 
its members for its forthcoming show. 

A Comedy Theatre Group has been busy 
in rehearsals for the performances which 
take place on June 14 and 15.

A MOTHER of two from South Staffordshire has gone 
to great lengths to encourage more women to enter the 
Race For Life. 

Sarah Glynn, a teaching assistant from Wheaton 
Aston, is determined to make a difference after losing 
her mother to cancer in January - and has had the 
message ‘Beat it, cancer’ painted on her body to capture 
the fighting spirit of this year’s event. 

She has rallied a team of 26 friends and family to join 
her in memory of her mother Kathryn Cowling. Thou¬ 
sands of women have entered the 5k events around the 
region, but organisers need more. 

The 38-year-old said: “Mum was unbelievably strong 
and determined to be that one person who would beat 
cancer. She had a much bigger challenge on her hands so 
to take part in Race for Life is nothing.

Car sales enjoy 
bumper quarter 

NEW car sales soared to their highest May level for six years 
on the back of bumper private purchases. 

The big winners included Hyundai, Nissan, SEAT and 
Suzuki, while the three largest car companies - Ford Vaux- 
hall and Volkswagen, all managed respectable sales hikes. 

But there was a surprise drop in sales at West Midlands- 
based Land Rover, down by just 34 to 3,826. However, Land 
Rover sales so far this financial year are up 16 per cent, and 
sister company Jaguar enjoyed a, 11.8 per cent hike in its 
sales figures. 

Aston Martin based in Warwickshire, and currently cele¬ 
brating its centenary year, saw a 40 per cent spike in 
demand, selling 76 of its luxury sports cars in May. 

But Longbridge-based MG only sold 13 of its cars, down 
73 per cent on last May. 

In total there were 180,111 new car registrations in May, 
an 11 per cent increase on the May 2012 total, the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT) said. 

Of the May 2013 total, more than 84,000 was made up of 
private sales, 20.9 per cent up on May last year and above 
pre-recession levels. 

The latest figures took total new registrations for the year 
so far to 948,666, a 9.3 per cent rise on the January to May 
figure last year.

Landmark Co-op store 
gets £600,000 revamp 


A LANDMARK building on a 
gateway into Dudley town centre 
will be returned to its former glory 
as part of a £600,000 revamp. 

Work to restore the old Co-op department 
store on Dudley High Street to its 1930s origi¬ 
nal appearance has got under way. 

Original tiles and coping stones will be 
cleaned and repaired while the metal-framed 
windows will be restored. 

Contractors will also bring back the original 
fascias, currently obscured behind modern 
signs, to reinstate the historic shop front. 

The building, which dates back to 1939, was 
designed by Dudley-based architects, Webb and 
Gray and was built by Dudley contractor, Mark 
Round and Sons. 

It was originally faced in cream and blue 
tiles, made by the Stourbridge Glazed Brick 
Company. 

Merger 

The building was opened as the Co-opera¬ 
tive’s central department store in 1939, and it 
closed as a Co-op in 1983 following a merger 
between the Dudley and Birmingham Soci¬ 
eties. 

Work on the building is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in the autumn and Dudley’s regenera¬ 
tion chief Councillor Judy Foster said: “The 
regeneration of Dudley town centre has accel¬ 
erated and this project is another exciting step 
forward. The work will ensure the gateway into 
the town at the top of the High Street next to 
Top Church is significantly improved. 

“This sensitive restoration scheme is part of 
improving the buildings and the environment 
for borough residents and visitors.” 

The six-month project is being carried out 
through Dudley Council’s Townscape Heritage 
Initiative.

A GAMBLER stole £1,000 from his 
dying father by stealing cheques 
and making them payable to 
himself while supposedly caring 
for him, a court heard. 

Carl Pruden made his father Gary’s final 
months unbearable after his crime was 
uncovered, his brother said. 

Carl Pruden was last week given a com¬ 
munity order for stealing the money from 
his father, who died aged 66 from lung 
cancer in February. 

Pruden, aged 31 of Carnegie Road, 
Rowley Regis, pleaded guilty to fraud. He 
stole blank cheques and made payments to 
himself for £1,000 
between August last 
year and January 
this year, to help 
with gambling prob¬ 
lems. 

Pruden’s brother 
Wayne, who said his 
father told him to 
call the police when 
they discovered the 
fraud, said he hated 
his sibling and could 
not forgive him for 
what he did. The 36- 
year-old of Abbey 
Square, Mossley, 
said: “I haven’t spoken to Carl since I found 
out. I hate him to be honest. 

“When we found out I did what my dad 
said - he told me to go to the police and take 
it to court. His words were ‘I can’t believe 
he’s done this to me’.” 

Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, told 
Sandwell Magistrates’ Court that Sarah 
Roberts, Wayne’s girlfriend was in charge of 
Gary Pruden’s finances. She discovered the 
theft. 

Magistrates sentenced Pruden to a com¬ 
munity order for 12 months, during which 
he will be supervised and given assistance 
with his gambling problem. He was also 
ordered to do 100 hours of unpaid work, and 
must pay back the £1,000.

Bentley puts you in the lap of luxury 



The Bentley Flying Spur is powered by a twin-turbocharged 6.0-litre engine producing 616bhp 


CHINA probably isn’t the first place that 
would spring to mind when choosing a suit¬ 
able location for the launch of a new, and very 
important, car. 

Out in the sticks, asphalt roads turn to gravel for no 
apparent reason, while in cities such as Beijing, congestion 
is something that happens all the time. And the driving 
style can best be described as freeform chaos. 

But this is the new Bentley Flying Spur, a car which will 
be appearing on wish lists all over the world but particularly 
in the Far East. China’s new breed of successful people find 
Bentley’s restrained status and luxury are the perfect fit, 
hence the first examples have hit the streets of Beijing. 

Rather than a radical change, the new Flying Spur wisely 
follows the template set by the original. It’s an imposing 
four-door machine but with more curvature around the hips 
and greater separation from the Continental GT coupe. 

Smoother 

The nose has full-width grilles and at the rear there’s a 
squared-off tail and a smoother flow of the boot lid. 

The more radical customer might prefer lighter shades 
but the sensible soul will choose a more sober metallic for 
the proper Bentley look. 

Starting at the back seats rather than the front, there is 
the kind of room you would expect from a car in which you 
might well be driven. It’s as cosseting and elegant as you 
could wish for, while the huge range of wood combinations 
means you can make it as tasteful or otherwise as you wish. 

As well as claiming a reduction in noise by 40 per cent 
over the old car, heated, ventilated and electrically 
adjustable seats for all offer an even better back-seat expe¬ 
rience. 

Bentley has introduced a touchscreen remote that sits by 
your knees and which glides elegantly forward at the touch 
of a button so it can be handheld. About the size of a modest 


mobile phone, you can control the satnav, audio system, rear 
climate control, sun blinds and even view the speedometer 
and trip computer. It’s a small thing in many ways but it 
sums up the attention that has been paid to the details - and 
it really shows. 

The fundamentals, of course, are already well in place. 

The body structure uses aluminium for the bonnet and 
front wings, a composite rear bootlid and high-strength 


steels for a better combination of safety and reduced weight. 

Overall, the body is four per cent stiffer than before while 
the whole car is 50kg lighter - Bentley says this would be 
more but for an increased specification. Motive power 
comes from the superb twin-turbocharged 6.0-litre W12 
already seen in the Continental GT, and here it produces a 
more than adequate 616bhp. Driving all four wheels 
through the impressive eight-speed automatic transmis¬ 


sion, the Flying Spur is spectacularly fast despite its signif¬ 
icant size and weight. The 0-62mph time is despatched in 
4.6 seconds; 0-100mph in less than 10, and the top speed of 
200mph surely is enough for anyone. The Flying Spur 
doesn’t always feel this fast though; driven in full-on chauf¬ 
feur mode, it will sail along as well as any super-luxury car. 

A new specification tyre and softer suspension over the 
old car improve what was already a good ride but separates 
it further from the more sporty Continental GT. 

Those wanting the bigger wheel options will pay a very 
marginal price in terms of slightly less bump absorption, 
but unless you make a habit of swerving between pot holes, 
the Flying Spur delivers superb comfort. 

Powerhouse 

Of course, that powerhouse under the bonnet offers such 
prodigious torque that you barely need more than a tiny 
prod of the accelerator to keep up with the traffic. Press 
more firmly and you can leave it well and truly behind. Even 
when giving everything, there’s nothing more than a cul¬ 
tured roar from the exhaust as it unrelentingly blasts 
forward. The auto gearbox works best when left to its own 
devices despite the presence of paddles, while the dampers 
can be firmed up for more demanding driving. 

The Flying Spur is inevitably a little more comfort-biased 
but it is no less capable when pushed through a series of 
bends. The brakes are immensely strong, the steering is 
reassuringly accurate and offers decent feel - in other 
words, it has the ability to hustle along way beyond the 
demands of 99 per cent of owners. 

That sums up the new Flying Spur rather well. The 
improvements over the old car are in all the key areas, yet 
there’s more performance, comfort and specification when 
there was already plenty. It’s hard to see a way in which the 
Flying Spur could do anything other than deliver a very sat¬ 
isfying experience.

BMW keep 
tin top for 
sporty Z4 

IT took a glass or two of fine red over dinner 
to loosen the tongue of a very senior car 
company salesperson, who declared with 
venom “We’ll never make another of those.” 

He was talking about the convertible version of his 
company’s big selling hatch, using a clever but compli¬ 


cated steel folding roof to 
morph the car from closed 
to open. 

Far too much trouble, 
with motors stopping with 
the roof half up (or down) 
and too many leaks onto 
customers’ expensive 
dresses when it rained. 
Never again! 

None of which is meant 
to apply to any of the fol¬ 
lowing words. They 
concern the latest version 
of a sporty BMW with a 
magic metal roof; the 
villain in the car park was 
not a BMW and you can’t 
buy one new any longer. 

Other car makers seem 
to be losing their love affair 
with metal folding tops and 
reverting to canvas, on the 
grounds of cost, reliability 
and style. It’s hard to make 
a tin top look good when so 
much room has to be made 
to hold the roof when it’s 
down. 

Dumpy bottoms seem 
almost unavoidable, and a 
long way from the sporty 
svelteness you can bet the 
designer had in mind. They 
play havoc with boot space 
when they’re folded, too. 

So well done BMW for 
making the Z4 look good, 
open or closed. It remains a 
complicated way to let the 
sun in, though, and the 
boot is tiny with the roof 
folded away. 

BMW has had to devise a 
special opening feature to 
maximise the boot opening 
aperture when the roof is 
down, involving a balletic 
sequence of whirring 
panels. Clever but slow and 
pointing up the compro¬ 
mise needed for the feeling 
of security a metal top pro¬ 
vides. 

But enough of the practi¬ 
calities; the Z4 has just 
undergone the gentlest of 
mid-life makeovers, with 
white eyebrows over the 
headlights and chrome 
flicks on the side gills that 
give the car some of its 
sportiness in profile. 

And, yes, hardly anyone 



will notice. Bigger news if 
you’re looking for a new Z4 
is the choice of a less power¬ 
ful engine that cuts £2,100 
off the price and makes it 
the least expensive of 
BMW’s roadsters. 

The £27,610 Z4 
sDrivel8i uses a detuned 
version of the same 2.0 litre 
engine you’ll find in the 
more expensive sDrive20i, 
with 30 fewer horses. I 
know the 18i ought to be a 
1.8 litre engine but BMW 
long ago stopped playing 
the logical badge game. 

Tempted 

Performance is blunted a 
bit, but the silliness of the 
official tests have both 
power plants producing 
identical economy and 
emissions figures. 

You can pay up to 
£45,795 for a Z4 but a solid 
80 per cent of buyers have 
opted for the 20i and it will 
be interesting to see how 
many are now tempted to 
save a little cash at order¬ 
ing time. 

If they tick the box for 
leather upholstery they’ll 
find the bill increasing by 
£1,055, which neatly 
halves the price advantage 
over the dearer, more pow¬ 
erful 20i, which has 
cowhide as standard. Stan¬ 
dard kit includes a DAB 
radio and xenon head¬ 
lights. 

On the road you’ll dis¬ 
cover a car with mildly 
over-sensitive steering, a 
slightly notchy gearbox 
(and cramped space around 
the pedals) but with a prop¬ 
erly sporty low slung feel 
and a severe but beauti¬ 
fully built approach to two- 
person indulgent 

transport. 

With the sun shining and 
roof stowed, this cheapest 
way to a Z4 makes sense.

HALESOWEN’S Jordanne Whiley has gone 
into her second week of wheelchair tennis 
tournaments in Korea on the crest of a wave. 

She has already earned world ranking highs following vic¬ 
tory in the women’s singles and doubles at the Korea Open. 

Whiley has moved up three places in this week’s women’s 
singles rankings to a new career high of No.8, after beating 
world No.7 Yui Kamiji of Japan in the women’s singles final 
at the weekend at the Korea Open in Seoul. 


After a first round bye, 
Whiley dropped just four 
games en route to the sin¬ 
gles final and edged out 
Kamiji 6-4, 6-4 to extend her 
unbeaten record over the 
recent Japan Open Super 
Series winner to 3-0. 

Victory also brought 
Whiley her second ITF 1 
Series women’s singles title, 
just over a month after she 
claimed her first at the 
Atlanta Open at the begin¬ 
ning of May. 

The British No.2 has sub¬ 
sequently bettered her pre¬ 
vious career best singles 
ranking of No.9, achieved in 
April 2011. 

Whiley was on the same 
side of the net as Kamiji for 
the women’s doubles and 
the top seeds again had a 
comfortable route to the 
final, dropping just one 
game in their semi-final 
against Korea’s Myung-Hee 
Hwang and Japan’s Miho 
Nijo. 

Just two weeks after 
Whiley joined close friend 
Louise Hunt in the Great 
Britain women’s team 
selected by the Tennis Foun¬ 
dation that won the silver 
medal at the BNP Paribas 
World Team Cup, they were

Although Whiley and 
Kamiji made a slow start, 
they fought back strongly to 
beat Hunt and Korea’s Ju-

fifth ITF 1 Series doubles 
title of her career and 
retaining the title she won 
with British No.l Lucy 
Shuker in 2012. 

After first reaching her 
career best doubles ranking 
of No.6 in April this year, fol¬ 
lowing the Gauteng Open in 
South Africa, Whiley has 
moved up one place this 
week to regain the women’s 
doubles No. 6 ranking. 

“It was a really good win 
for me after Yui won the 
Japan Open, so I knew she 
would be on a high. 

“At times in the final 
things weren’t going my 
way, but I just found a way 
to make it work,” said 
Whiley, who turned 21 on 
Tuesday’s first day of this 
week’s Daegu Open, another 
ITF 1 Series tournament.
